furned inumediately,bzinging the maide Tharfia = 
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him onto \ihe ſhip;Whom when ma beheld, | 
come hither vnfo me Th arfia, quoth he,and ſhew now 
the vttermoſt of thy cunning and knowledge, in com- 
fozting the owner ofthe ſhip , which lieth in darknes. 

and will receiueno comfozt, noz come abwzd info the. 
light,foz the great ſozrow that he taketh foz his wife 
and hits daughter, Goe vnto him, god I barfia, and 
p:wne if you can pcrſwade him to come info the 
light: foz it may be thaf God hath appointed by thy 
\meanes, fo bzing him from ſozrowe into gladneſſe, 
Which thing if thou canſt bztng to paſſe, as Þ am a 
gentleman, AJ wil guue thee thirfie ſeſterices of golde, 

and as many offiluer , and J will redeeme the& from 
the bawd foz thirfie dayes. When T harſa heard 
this,ſhe went boldly downe into the cabin vnto him, 
and with amilde voice laiuted-him, laying: : God lausg 
pon ſir wholocner you be , and be of god comfozf, foz 
an innocent virgin, whoſe life hath been diſtrefled by 
ſhipw2acke, and her chaſtific by-diſhoneſtie, and yef

that Apollonius, notwithffanding His greaf ſozrow, 

wondzed af her.And theſe were the verſes , which ye 

ſong ſo plealantly vnto the inſtrument; :

Pow long hall Jftrine with life, and abide 
this greuous conflict 2 Ood maiden, I giue hearty 
thanks both fo your wiſedome and nobllifte ; requis- 
ting you with this one thing, that whenſoeuer, if eo 
ner ſuch occaſion doe chance , J ſhall hage deſire fo be 

merrie, J will then thinke on you, o2 if ener J-be re- 
ffozed vnfo my kingdome. And perhaps, as you ſay, 
pon are deſcended of the race ofkings, and tnd&ed pon 
doe well rcpzeſent the nobilifte of your parentage. 
But now J pzay you recetue this reward at my 
handes, an hundzed peces of golde, and dcparf 
from me and frouble me no longer, foz my pzcſenf 


 riefe ts renued by your lamentable recifall, and J. 
conſume with continuall ſozrowe. EUhen the maiden 


had receiued the reward, ſhe was about fo depart. 
Then ſpake Athanagoras, whither gocſt thou Thar- 
fa, quoth he& 2 haſt thou faken paine without p2o- 
fite, and canft (hou not wozke a deede of charitie, and 
reletue the man that will conſume his life with mour- 
ning ?

haue found the ſoz whome J had deſire fo die onely,

matfers were thus concludcd , Apollonius moued A- 
thanagoras concerning reuenge to be executed Vppon 
thebawd .
